The next section is given to RECOMMENDED MYSTSRIES AND WESTERNS. So many titles that 
are negligible in value are published under these headings, that we aim to make a 
careful selection of the best that are submitted to us and to recommend them to our 
clients. ;

Next ~ pass the broadcasts around the sales force, in rotation, so that everyone 
selling on the floor becomes familiar with the sales angle on forthcoming books. 
Staff meetings, using the broadcasts as basis of discussion, both in advance of pub- 
lication of specific titles, and after the titles are on sale, have proved highly 
suggestive. ’ 


Use the basic index. Keep it up to date by entering the titles on each index as it 

is issued. Use the individual index as.a sales check, indicating the probable quan- 
tity of the order to be placed, and subsequently adding the rough sales figure. This 
gives a good check as to how cldsely the recommendations or warnings click with facts. 


Check back on reports of books as stock is received. ‘It is impossible to keep. titles 
in mind from time of ordering to arrival of stock. This serves as a memory check, 


Use the broadcasts to eliminate the books you do not want to bother to read, and to 
suggest to you books that you will enjoy reading. 


Watch review mediums to see how reviews after publication check with advance reports.
